Durin<j  the  year  under  review  the  Council  ap])ointed  a full-time 
Waterworks  I'bigineer  and  Ins|)pctor  ('I'.  I.eary),  who  took  u]>  his  duties 
on  the  1st  April,  1950, 

A new  16""  bore  has  been  sunk  to  a depth  of  .‘155"  6""  at  the  Hutton 
Pumpino;  Station.  Samples  (l.‘l)  of  the  water  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Hull  for  Racteriological  Examina- 
tion and  the  reports  on  these  show  it  to  be  “ Equivalent  to  Class  I.  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  for  jriped  water  suiiplies,  i.e.,  Idi^jhly 
.Satisfactory.’’  A sample  of  thi.s  water  was  submitted  to  the  I’ublic 
Analyst  for  the  County  of  York,  I’.ast  iRidin^  (D.  .1.  T.  Ra^nall,  Ivs(|., 
.\.C.C>.I’.C.,  I^.ILI.C.,  City  Laboratories,  18-t,  Hiu-h  Street,  Hull)  for 
Chemical  .Analysis  on  7th  .July,  1950,  the  Public  Analyst’s  Report  on 
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wliicli  stated,  I am  of  oi)inion  that  the  above  results  indieate  tliat  the 
water,  alter  sedimentation  to  remove  the  suspended  elialk,  is  fit  for  human 
consumption.'’ 

I'dectric  ivower  was  laid  on  to  Nafferton  Pumpin<i  .Station  and 
an  electric  suhmersihlc  pump  installed  in  the  well  durinn;  March,  the 
capacity  of  the  pum|)  heinij  1 (),()()()  oalh)ns  pei’  hour.  Samples  of  the 
i'hlorinated  (2)  and  untreated  (7)  water  were  sidimitted  for  Hacteriological 
I'.xamination,  the  report  showin;?  the  water  to  he  .Satisfactory,  the  last 
sample  taken  havino:  a Count  of  1 (Satisfactory),  hut  the  next  one  in 
• lanuary,  19.71,  havin»-  a “ NIL  “ Count  and  described  as  “ Highly 
.Satisfaetory."  Both  reservoirs  at  this  Pumping  Station  are  in  use. 

'The  waters  at  TIulton  and  Nafferton  are  chlorinated,  the  reagent 
being  \'oxs'an  solution  special  type  C.  and  the  feeders  by  Wallace  & 
'I'iernan,  Ltd.,  the  dosage  being  2 gallons  of  9.')%  solution  to  .’lO,!)!)!) 
gallons  of  raw  water. 

A scheme  prepared  by  the  Waterworks  F.ngineer  for  the  metering 
of  water  services  other  than  domestic  resulted  in  tenders  being  invited 
and  contracts  placed  for  the  installation  of  meters.  'Phis  work  was 
eommenced  in  .Inly  and,  by  the  end  of  August,  the  eonsumi)tion  of 
water  in  the  western  area  supi)lied  from  Hutton  had  dropped  by 
approximately  79,099  gallons  per  d.ay,  whilst  the  eastern  area,  sujvplied 
from  Nafferton,  droi)i)ed  by  approximately  (>9.999  gallons  jver  day. 

A]iart  from  causes  beyond  control,  such  as  broken  mains  and  ])ower 
failures,  a full  and  efficient  sujiply  has  been  maintained  at  all  times  sinee 
the  8th  May. 

Sui^plies  of  water  have  been  afforded  to  Burdale  and  one  farm  at 
Weaverthorpe  within  the  Norton  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

'Phirty-four  service  connections  were  made  between  1st  Ajiril  and 
.‘list  December,  including  1 (>  new  Council  Houses  and  .7  new  ])rivate 
dwellings. 

The  estimated  nundier  of  houses  taking  water  sui>i)lies  from  the 
P’ornicil's  mains,  ineluding  those  sup|)lied  from  public  stand-taps,  is  2. .722 
and  affects  (approximately)  8.799  of  the  jvoiudation  ot  the  area. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  treated  water  were  obtained  from  i>ublie 
stand-taps  on  the  mains  at  various  points  in  the  district  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Hull  for  Bacteriological 
F.xamination.  d'hree  were  reporte<l  “ Cnsatisfactory ."  but  repeat  samples 
in  all  eases  gave  NIL  " Counts  ami  were  re|)orted  Tdighly  Satis- 
factory." All  the  others  were  “ Highly  Satisfactory." 

Phree  samples  were  sent  for  Bacteriological  h.xamination  from  two 
private  supiilies,  one  supply  being  discontinued,  and  in  the  second  case 
the  repeat  sample  report  was  “ Satisfactory." 
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DllAINAOr.  AND  SkWERAOI’,. 

I'he  detailed  cliaraeter  and  general  effieieney  or  inefficiency  of  tlie 
Drainage  and  Sewerage  of  tlie  district  is  set  out  in  tlie  Annual  Rei)orl 
for  the  year  lO.’l?  and  the  ])osition  remains  substantially  the  same.  1 
repeat  that  the  whole  of  the  existing  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  need 
revision,  the  outfalls  are  out-of-date  and  unable  to  cope  with  the  work 
recpiired  of  them.  In  .some  of  the  larger  villages  there  is  no  definite 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  provided  and  there  is  urgent  need  for  some 
definite  action  being  taken  to  |)ut  into  ettect  the  .sehemes  prepared  by 
1).  II.  Moore,  l^sc].,  M..Se..  M. I. of  Scarborough,  the  (’ouncil's 
Consulting  baigineer. 

Existing  outfalls  have  received  the  required  attention,  and  o|ien 
drains  which  serve  as  “ Dis])osals  " from  the  village  drains  which 
discharge  into  them  have  been  cleaned  out  in  order  to  remove  sewage 
(deposits  from  them.  I'his  routine  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
workmen  under  the  su|)ervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  assistant. 

I have  rejieatedly  |)ointed  out  that  ])roi)er  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  is  necessary  if  satisfactory  conditions  regarding  this  service  are 
to  be  obtained.  With  a ” mains  ” water  supply  available,  the  demand 
is  for  a water  carriage  system  whereby  installations  of  water  closets  can 
be  effected,  but  tbe  existing  .systems  are  either  totally  inadecpiate  or 
unable  to  deal  with  faecal  matter.  I repeat  that  some  of  the  larger 
villages  are  without  any  means  of  sewage  disposal  and  have  to  rely 
solely  on  oj)en  drains  for  this  i)uri>ose.  In  many  instances  private  septic 
tanks  with  filters  are  installed  to  deal  with  foul  drainage  containing  .solids; 
this  method  of  disposal  is  adopted  chiefiy  in  i.solated  places,  and  is 
recommended,  providing  there  is  sufficient  fall  to  give  efficient  filtration. 

Cl.O.SKT  AcCOMMOnATION. 

The  conversion  of  pail  closets  and  privy  middens  to  water  elo.sets 
l)roceeds  very  slowly  owing  to  lack  of  facilities  for  pro|)er  sewage  disposal. 
Conversions  undertaken  have  been  carried  out  privately  and  each  ])roi)osal 
as  to  ultimate  disimsal  bas  bad  to  be  carefully  considered. 

In  connection  with  the  Housing  Programme  water  elo.sets  are  being 
in.stalled  in  all  cases,  and  where  there  is  no  .system  of  sewerage  and  .sewage 
disposal,  the  .sewage  is  being  dealt  with  through  sejitic  tanks  and  filters. 

d'he  approximate  numbers  of  tbe  various  types  of  accommodation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  were  (120  water  closets,  2.20.')  pail  closets  and 
.‘Hf  privy  middens,  the  latter  being  located  in  the  isolated  i)arts  of  the 
<li.strict. 

Sc AVl’.NOINfi  AND  Cl.F.ANSINCi. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  j^osition  regarding  scavenging  of  the 
district.  The  same  jirocedure  still  obtains. 
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Nafferton  is  still  the  only  village  where  the  eollection  of  “ Night 
Soil  ” is  undertaken.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  contract,  and  the 
contents  of  all  ])ail  closets  and  the  five  privy  middens  are  collected  by 
the  Contractor  and  disposed  of  by  him  on  land  for  manurial  i)urposes. 
'I’he  |)ail  closets  are  cleared  weekly  and  privy  middens  (piarterly  or  oftener 
if  required. 

Cleansing  of  pail  closets,  privies  and  ashjjits  in  the  remainder  of  the 
district  is  the  resi)onsibility  of  the  householders,  and  this  fact  is  to  be 
de])lored.  In  many  instaiu'es  the  amount  of  land  available  for  disiiosal 
by  digging  in  is  very  limited  and,  with  rejietition  of  this  prcx-edure  over 
many  years,  the  land  is  “ sewage  sick.”' 

'I'he  Council  have  no  facilities  for  undertaking  a service  of  cleansing 
of  cesspools  and  this  duty  falls  upon  the  householder  concerned. 

'I'he  Driffield  R.A.F.  Station,  which  is  in  the  Rural  District,  has  a 
bi-weekly  collection  from  dust  bins  on  the  Station.  'I'his  work  is  carried 
out  by  the  Councirs  motor  vehicle  and  workmen. 

A scheme  for  the  collection  of  Indestructible  Household  Refuse  from 
the  whole  of  the  district  is  in  force,  and  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
motor  vehicle  and  workmen.  The  district  is  divided  into  eight  areas  or 
groups  of  villages,  each  of  which  is  visited  on  either  the  first,  second, 
third  or  fourth  Thursday  or  Friday  of  each  month.  Ry  this  arrangement, 
each  village  is  visited  and  cleared  once  at  least  in  every  month.  .All 
material  collected  has  been  disposed  of  by  tijjping.

HOUSINC. 


The  provision  of  completed  Council  Houses  continues  to  relieve  the 
housing  situation  throughout  the  whole  district.  'There  is  still  a demand, 
and  the  Housing  Committee  realising  this  is  making  every  effort  to 
provide  the  necessary  accommodation  of  jicrmanent  traditional  types 
especially  to  meet  the  needs  of  ,\gricultural  Workers  and  Aged  Persons. 

'Two  Council  Houses  built  in  1921  at  W'atton  have  Ireen  brought  up  to 
date  by  the  conversion  of  the  |)ail  closets  into  water  closets  and  laying 
of  a hot  and  cold  water  supply  to  the  baths  and  sinks.  'The  old  Yorkshire 
side  o\en  and  boiler  type  or  ranges  have  been  taken  out  and  new  modern 
tiled  fireplaces  with  raised  hearths  have  been  fixed  in  the  living  rooms  of 
these  houses.  Modern  Combination  Ranges  have  replaced  the  scullery 
fireplaces.

During  the  year  the  officers  of  this  Authority  have  co-operated  with 
the  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  with  a view  to 
bringing  about  better  conditions  in  the  production  of  milk. 


Meat  and  Othek  Foods. 

The  Cent  ral  Slaughterhouse  for  the  area  is  situated  in  the  Driffield
